Bur the Artorney G neral not ailowing the Priſoners Zxception, 
the Lord Ruſſe!s Connſe! were called and aſſigned him again by 
the Court, Mr. Poluxfen, Mr. Holt and Mr. Yard, who after 
they had learnedly argued what they took to be the Zaw in that 
caſe, were ſo fully anfwered by the X»gs Connſel, that it was 
adjudged by the whole Conrr, that in caſe of Treaſon, Freehold 
was no good Cauſe of Callenge.

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Mr. Zauton Gore declared, that he had been acquainted with Mr. ZuronGore, 
the Lord Ruſſel ſeveral Zears, and converſed much with hizz,but 
that in all his Diſcourſe with him, he never heard any thing fall 
that tended in rhe lealt roany Rifi2 or any thing like it. That 
he took him to be one of the beſt Sozs, one of the beſt Fathers, 
one of the beſt Maſers, one of the beſt Huſbands, one of the 
beſt Fricnds, and one of the beſt Chrit:ans in the Zand. 

Mr. Spexcey declared, that he had known the Lord Rufſ. / ma- Mr. #p.:nc:r. 
ny Zears, and had been much with him in hx Houſe, but never 
ſaw any thing by him, but that he was a moſt Zertnors and Pru- 
dent Gentleman, and that he had Prayers Conltantly twice aday in 
hs Houſe. 

DoCtor Fitz Hllizws declared, That by all the Converſation 
of foorteex Years which he had had with the Lord Ruſſel, he e- 
ver eſteemed him a Mar of that Yertue, that he could not be 
Guilty of ſuch a Crime , as the Corſpiracy he ſtands Charged 
with, 

Then the Lord Rſſe/ himſelf made a ſhort Coxcluſi»n, wherein 
he declared that he had always had a Heart ſincerely Zoyal and 

: Aﬀectionate to the Ki:.g and the Government , the beſt Govern- 
ment in the Horld.That he prayed as {yncerely for the X:»gs lonz 
and happy Life as any Man al;ve, and therefore for him to go a- 
bout to raiſe a Rebell;joz, which he looked upon as ſo wick 4 and 
unpratticable was unlikely. Beſides that if he had been inclined 
toit, by all the obſervation he had made in the Country, there 
was no tendency to it, That he was always for the Government , 
and never deſired any thing to be redreſſed but ina Parliam-ntary 
wy, That he had been always againſt /zzovations, and all 7rre- 
gularities whatſoever, and ſhould be as long as he lived, whither 
ſooner or later. Then applying himſelf to the Fury, Gentlemen 
{aid He, 7 am 1'w in vour Hands Etrrnally, my Honour, my Life 
and A! and Thope the Yeats «rd Animoſlities that are among you, 
will not ſo byaſs you, as to make you in th: leaſt excline to find ax In- 
nocent Man Guilty ; 7 ca! Heaven azd Earth to Witnefs, that 7 
never hidin my Life a Deſign againſt the Kings Life. 7 am in your 
Hapds, fo God air: & you. 

The Lord Ruſſe! having thus concluded his Defence, the Kings 
Counſel proceeded to Sum up the Fwuidexce, after which the Lord 
Chief Fuitice delivered his Charge to the F#ry, and ſo the Court 
adjourned till four a Clock in the 4fternoon, at what time the 
Court being met again, the Fury returned and brought in the Lord 


Ruſſel Guilty of the High Treaſon laid to his Charge.

That *twas matter of Fa he was charged with,and therefore 
he could not but know long ago what he was tobe trycd for ; for 
he was taken up and charged with Heh 7rea/on , that he might 
then have reaſonably coniidered what Zv:idexce would be againſt 
him. Thatif he were an [nzocent Perſon, ke might defend him- 
ſelf without Qzeſtion, That it he had done an ill thing, the Zaw 
did not delign to {ſhelter him under any Sabterfuge , as to pre- 
pare Hitreſſes to teſtihe an wxntruth for him.

The general Heads of his Charge were, For Contriving with 
©-nfoiring others to aiitnrb the Peace rf the Kingdom, Conſpiring and Com- 
tbe Death of Paſſing the Depoſing and Death of the Kino, and th: S ubverſion of bis 

the King, Governmeit. 

For the fulfilling and perfecting which wicked7 reaſons, he had 
met ſeveral of the Copſpirarors at ſundry Conſultations for carry- 
ing on their 7razteromw Deſjonps, That he had ſent Aron Smith 

Sends 4zro3 into Scor/:74, to invite divers of the X7zg's Subjects in that Kins- 
\mi:ch into . . Q 
Scoilond, 407 1to the Conſpiracy, and to come to Zoxdox, to Con/z!t of aid 

and aſſiſtance to begiven by them. That he had compos'd and 
written, or caus'd tobe made and written, a certain Trayterors 
and Sertions Libel, wherein were theſe Words.

The Charge being read, and Cotcnel Sidzey urg'd to plead

& underſtood to have conſented toit; T hw in England every Man 
in his degree, has « right of a Chaſtizing them, and in many places, 
even by the Law of Goa, the Matter has a Power of Life and Death 
over his Servant. It were a moſt abſur'd folly to ſay, That a Man 
might not put away, or in ſome p'/:c-s, Kill an Adulterous Wife, 4 
Diſobedient Son, or an anlawful Servant, becauſe he us Party and 
Fudge. For th: Caſe admits of no other, unleſs he had abridg'd his 
own Right by entring into a Society where other Rules are agreed upon, 
anda Superiour Fuage conflitutcd; th re being non- ſuch b:tween King 
and People. Thm People muit needs be the Fudge of things happen- 
ing betwees them and him they did conſtitute : Not that he might be 
Great, Glorious, and Rich, but that he might Fudge them, and 
Fight their Battles,or otherwiſe do good unto them as they ſhould dirett, 
In this Senſe he t Singulis Major, and ought to be oblig'd by every 
Man in his juit and lawful Commanas tending to the publick good y 
and muſt be ſuffcr'd to do nothing againſt it, not in any reſpect more 
than the Law does allow. 

For this Reaſon Bratton ſays that th: King has three Saperiours, 
Deum, Legem, & Parliamentum: that is, The Power Originally in 
the People of England t#& delegated to the Parliament, He © ſubject 
to the L.awof God 45 a Man, to the People that mates him Kings, in 
45 much as hets a King. The Law ſets a meaſure to that ſubjettion, 
and the Parliament Fuadzesof the partitlar Caſes therenpon ariſing. 
He mu#t be content to ſubmit his Intereſt totheirs, ſince he is no more

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Sir Samxels Servant poſitive as to the Letter which he Copy'd, 
whether he delivered ir back to Sir Samuel or no, or whether he 
delivered it in at the Po#-Houſe, but only as he believ'd. 

Then it was urg'd that there was no Z#v:i4tnce given about his 
Malice, To which the Zord Chief Fufice reply'd, That the 
thing was Zvizence of ir ſelf; For that if any perſon wrote Z4- 
bels,or publiſhed any Expreſſions which in themſelves, carryed Se- 
aition and Fattion, and il wiff to the Governm. nt , they could nor 
be otherwiſe expreſſed in his Accnſation, then by the words 1Ma- 
lictoufly, Sdit:ouſly, and Fattiouſly; and the very proof of the 
thing it ſelf, prov'd the Evil Mind wherewith it was done. 

Thea as to rhe firſt Obj- #10 about the writing and publiſhing, 
it was delivered as the Judgment of the Court, that there was as 
full and plain proof of the dictating and writing of the: Zerrers, 
as could be made. 

Then as to what Mr. Fill ams objetted againſt the publiſhing 
it, was ask'd him, whether it were not very abſur'd, to think thar 
ſuch a perſon zs Sir S:zwncl, ſhould take ſuch a wonderful deal of 
pains and care to write {uch a deal of Maliciows Fallions Stuff, give 
them his Manto Copy out, ſubſcribe and feal them to carry in 
his Pocket. Belides that, they were directed to Perſons where 
Sir Szmmel was known to have a Correſpondence : and far- 
ther, the purport of the Zetters, which was, 7o d ſire their 
Friends to beflir th: mſelwves, to get in ſober Men, and to te ſure to 
keep the ſober Party np, Ipoke in its own Nature, that the Ztrers 
were intended and written with a Delign, that they ſhould be 


Communicated, 
In ſhort the Proof was ſofull, and the Defence ſo weak, that 


the Z:ry gave in their Yerd! without ſtirring from the Bar, and 
found Sir Samuel Barnardiſton guilty of the Offence and Miſde- 
meanour charg'd upon him in the /»formation. 

The Sentence of the Court was, That he ſhould pay tothe King 
2 Fin: of 190000 l. and to find Sureties for his good Behaviour during

The Narrative, Arraignment, Condemnation, Confeſſion an] 
Execution of James Holloway. 


PON the 21/! of April, 1684. Fames Holloway was brought by 
Habeas Corpus from Newgate, there to ſhew cauſe why Execu:10n 
ſhould not be awarded againſt him, upon an Or/awry for High 

| Treaſon againſt him: ? | 
This Fames Holloway being deeply concerned in the Ploz,upon the firſt D:(- 
covery had made a ſhift tro make his Elcape in a ſmall Veſſel which he hir'd 
for 20 1. per. Month, from Briſtol to Rochel,, where having loaden his Veſ- 
ſel with Brandy and other Goods, he Sail!taway for Barbados : but under- 
ſtanding there that his Name was in the Gazerr, he haſtned to Anrego ; but 
neither thinking it ſafe to lye long there, he reſolv?d to viſit the Charibdee 
Iſlands, and ſo went down to 1ontferrat, Mevis, St. Chriſtephers, Sara Eſta- 
ti, and Anguilla, and fo back again to St: Chriftophers, which he ſuppoicd 
to be the fafeſt-place, as being unknown to any there. Where afcer he had 
tay*d three Weeks, he wrote to his Fair in Howes, to even his Accompts, 


who . 
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who upon rcceipr of his Letter Diſcover'd him. So that Sir 1V/I;zm St..ple- 
ror prelently (ent his Warrant ro St. Chriſtophers, to Apprehend him ; but 
being remov?d from thence to Eftatia, he was purſued thither, and there ta- 
ken by the D-pnty Governonr of St. Cariſtophers, ro whom he {1b;nirted, from 
thence he was ſeat into England, 2nd ſo committed to Ve rgare. 

While he was there he wrote a Paper, which he calPd, His free Corfeſſion 
and Narrative, Addreſſed to His Majeſty, and delivered by himſelfto Mr. 
Secretary Ferkins, But there does not appear to be any thing more in it, 
then what has been opened and diſcovered at the Tryals of the ſeveral 1ale- 
f« &.rs Executed before him; unleſs it were whac was to have been Acted in 
Briſtdl, which was tc have been ſecur?d by ſurprize, with about 350 Men, of 
which 200 wereto be rais'd in and about the Ciry, and the reft to have been 
ſent from Tamton ; toward the concluſion of which WVarrative, he tells the 
World, Thar he had given to his Majeſty the Names of ſevera! other per- 
ſons, beſides thoſe already known, who were to have been concerned in the 
Plot: whichis all wherein he materially differs from the reſt of the Diſco- 
Verers. 

Being therefore brought to the Bar, and demanded what he had to fay, 
why Execution ſhould not be awarded againſt him, upon the attainder of 
Outiawry for Treaſon ? he Anſwered, Thar he had made an Ingenius Confel- 
ſion to Nis Majeſty, and begg'd his Mercy. 

Then the Court told him, That notwithſtanding the O»rlawry againſt 
him, if he had a mind to try the Fact, and thoughe he could defend himizlf, 
he ſhould have the Liberty. | 

To which the Priſoner Anſwered, That he could not undert:ke to de- 
fend himſelf, for that he had Con{eſled before His Majelly, that he was giiilty 
of many things in the Indictment. 

When he came to the place of Execution, he Confeſled his Belicf ofa Plot, 
and that he was concern'd in it;but notwithſtanding his Contr:t'or, ho could 
not chuſe bur accuſe the Government of managing teveral things iit, ard a- 
22inſt the King, and the Kingdoms Intereſt : and then by way ot Direction, 
he thought it His Majeſties beſt way to call a Parliament, and paſs an Ac of Ob- 
livion for all the Plotters in England; and then by way Admenition, he wiſh'd 
the King would Conſult his own fafety, and the ſafety of the Narron, and 
that there might bean end put to all News-mongers. 

He deteſted the D2ſign upon the King at the Rye,vut own'd to be ina Flot 
jor ſeizing the King,as being inform*d, That if the King could but once have 
been acquainted with thoſe things that were done comrary to his knowledge, 
he would have come over to them that ſtood tor his aſſiſtance. 

Being urg'd to give the Names of fſuch perſons as he had {foken of ? he 
Anſwered. lt would be a Folly in him to abuſe Men that he knew not whether 
they would be concerned or no,though he believ d that if he ſhould Name all 
that he thought would have been concerned in his Deign, he might Name 
three parts of London. His lalt wheedle was, Thar he had no Deſign againſt 
His Majeſties Perſon, bur that what was intended, was only for the good of 
the King and Kingdom, and that ſo he {uppogd it would have been. 

The Paper Delivered to the Sheriffs, was but an Epitemy of his Confeſſion to 
the King ; which has been alrezdy laid, was no more then an Accompt of 
what has been already Printed in all the conſiderabte T7yals of the late Exccu- 
ted Offenders, or rather not ſo much. 

Laitly, As for his Rel:gron, he profeſſed himſeli neither a Diſſenter from 
the Church of England, nor joyn'd with them altogether : conciuding his laſt 
Words, That the Scriblers might be put down, as having done the Kingdom 
more Miſchief then any thing elſe. 

After which being ask'd whether he had any more to ſay ? he Anſwered, 
No; and then the Sheri deficed of God to nave Mercy on his Soul.

I R Thomas Armſtrong being then brought to 

tne Bar orag {21d Courc by Vertue of a Writ 

ot Habets Corpus directed to the Keeper of 

Newgate, and the return of the Writ being read 
Gy by the Clerk of the Crown, 1: appeared he 
was 1n Cuſtody of the ſaid Keeper, by 2 Warrant from 
the Honourable Sidne 'y Godolphm, Eq; one of His Maje- 
{ties Principal Secretaries of State. Which Warrant be- 
ing read in Court, and the Award of Execution upon the 
Outlawry being demand by His Majeſties Attorney 
General, and Sir Thomas being thereupon Arraigned, and 
asked what he had to {ay for himſelf, why Execution 
{hould not be awarded againſt him according to Law ? 
Ac firſt he fſeemi'd as having nothing to ſay for himleltf, 
only 
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only begg'd a Tryal ; which being denyed him as a thing, 
which indeed it was not in the Power of the Judges them- 
ſelves to grant, he then infiſted upon a Statute made in 
the Sixth of Edward the Sixth, by which it was provided, 
Thar if the Perſon Outlawed, ſhould within one Year at- 
ter the Outlawry was pronounced, or Judgment given 
thereupon, yield himlelf to the Chiet Juſtice of England 
for the time being, and after to Traverle ths Indidtment, 
or Appeal, whereupon the {aid Ourlawry was pronoun- 
ced, that then he ſhould be received to the Traverle, &c. 
And thoug|: Sir Thomas pretended to render himſelf with- 
in the Year, being then preient at the Kings-Bench-Bar, 
yet the Court did not think this a yielding in the Senſe of 
the Statute, being at thar time under reſtraint, and not 
at his own diſpoſal, without any ſemblance that he would 
otherwiſe have yielded up himfelt ro Juſtice ar all. And 
indeed it is very ſtrange, that yielding, and being at Mer- 
cy whether a Man will or no, ihould be Interprered the 
ſame, as if a voluntary act, and a neceſſary misfortune, 1n 
which we are only paſſive, were the ſame : beſides thar, 
he that yields only in this Senſe and Circumſtance, when 
it is impoſſible tor him co flye any longer, is in reaſon ſtill 
looked upon as a flying Perſon, becauſe his Will ſtill flyes 
though his Body cannot; and he that in all appearance 
would till continue to flye if he. were able, there being 
before his Apprehenſton, no Antecedent appearance of a 
voluntary ſurrender, is by no means within the Favour of 
the Traverſe, becauſe the Reaſon of the Award is found- 
ed upon a {uppoled acknowledgment of Guilt , which 
iS expreſl” d by flight, and this rtacite Acknowledgmear 
does {till remain, it the Perlon do no otherwiſe {urrender 
himſelf but by force, and becaule it vvas not in his Poyy- 
er to have avoided it, though he vvould never ſo fain, 


Sir Thomas his Aﬀair may be [lluſtrated by a parallel In- 


ſtance; Suppole a French Army, ſet down before one of 
the Spaniſh Tovvns in Flanders, the General ſends a Sum- 
mons, and offers ſuch or ſuch Conditions in Caſe of a ſur- 
render before ſuch a day, vvhich Conditions are rejected 
by the Governour of the Town, who ſtands wholly upon 
his Defence, and vvill hear ot no fort of Overtures vvhar- 
ſoever : It ſo happens upon this, that the Tovvn is taken 


by Storm before that day comes, the Queſtionis, Whe- 
ther 
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cher Burgels of this 1 ovvn may lay claim to the perfor- 
mance of the laid Conditions ? And my Opinion is, That 
a Tovvn taken may be as properly ſaid to yield, as Sir 
Thomas 4rmS$trong. Beſ1des, that is very ſtrange, that an 
A&t of Parliament, vvhich is in other Caſes ſo Nice and 
Circumſpect, lometimes by heaping up Synonimous 
Words, and all other Words of a different ſignification, 
' the better to prevent all exception, ſhould in this be fo 
carelels, as to Confound Liberty and Neceſlity together, 
the tvvo things of all the World that are the moſt Di- 
ſtant from, and Oppolite to one another. 

Sir Thomas after this laid vyhat hold he could on the 
Favour ſhevvn to Holloway a little before, but that bein 
meerly an Act of Grace from the King, vvho is the beſt 
Judge, and the only Proprietor of his own Favours; and 
lo not lying before the Court, after ſome Altercation, 
Execution was ordered upon the Fryday following ; and 
for his Behaviour at the place of Execution, I reter you to 
the Sherifts Papers.
